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Report of the Board of Selectmen 
and Town Manager for 1984 


For the first time in many years the Town now has a new cinema. In place 
of the old linen mill a new multi-faceted shopping mall has now become a 
reality. As part of the mall complex it is anticipated that a 57 unit inn will 
be operative before the 1985 Summer Season commences. 


The efforts of the Rotary Club to renovate Hesky Park were completed 
resulting in a badly needed face-lifting of the lakeshore area. 


By the end of the year a number of Main Street commercial property 
owners undertook various projects which have done much to ‘‘spruce-up”’ 
the downtown area. 


To all of these groups and individuals go our thanks for helping to make 
our community one of which we are justifiably proud. 


In addition to these private sector endeavors, the Town itself took some 
strong steps to upgrade and strengthen the governmental infrastructure. 


Thanks to affirmative action of the voters at the Town Meeting, the Town 
of Meredith appropriated $65,000. for a badly needed sewer extension on 
Bayshore Drive and $15,000. to construct sewer laterals on Route 25 to enable 
more than a dozen homes to tie-in to the sewer system. Actual construction 
of these projects will take place during the spring of 1985. In addition, the 
Town conducted a survey and evaluation of the existing Town Sewer System 
to find and repair broken and leaking sewer lines. 


Perhaps the most visible improvement to the Town’s infrastructure was 
the New Police Station on Route 3 which, in addition to all Police facilities, 
also contains a multi-purpose meeting room. The new meeting room will serve 
as a court room as well as take care of the space needs for all other Town 
Boards, Committees, and Commissions. The Police Department has now mov- 
ed into the facility and efforts are underway to convert the area formerly 
used by the Police Department and Court System into offices for use by other 
municipal departments. An open house is planned February 24, 1985 in order 
to give residents a chance to view the new facilities. 


Having received approval by the New Hampshire Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Board to use the super-chlorination/de-chlorination process 
at Lake Waukewan, the voters approved funds to do a study and design of 


+ Ti 


appropriate facilities at the Lake, plus a water storage tank. This was the 
first step necessary to request voters to authorize funding for construction 
of the needed facilities. By Town Meeting the study will have been completed 
and land on which to locate the new facilities and tank will have been acquired. 


A final Warrant Article with long range implications for the community 
was the one approved by the voters to continue hydrogeological testing and 
other related testing at the Jenness Hill disposal site. The purpose of these 
tests is to locate an area near the present site which would be suitable and 
acceptable to the State for relocating the incinerator ash and demolition land- 
fill areas. This testing has been completed and results are currently in the 
hands of the appropriate State agency awaiting final review and approval. 
Due to the continued rapid growth of the community it is anticipated that 
these are the first measures to be taken as part of a plan to properly expand 
the refuse disposal facility in the not-too-distant future. 


We wish to thank all of the residents and taxpayers for their support. We 
particularly extend our special thanks to those of you who have volunteered 
to serve on our several Boards, Committees and Commissions. 


We are pleased to submit this Annual Town Report to our residents and 
property owners. We believe you will be interested in reading many of the 
individual department statements and detailed reports contained herein. We 
hope you will bring this Town Report to the Town Meeting for reference in- 
asmuch as it contains the Warrant Articles and the proposed Town Budget 
for 1985. 


The year 1985 appears to be another one which will be of considerable 
growth. Such growth will be accompanied by increased needs and expecta- 
tions of additional public services. Through the proposed Budget and various 
Warrant Articles, we have tried to forecast those needs conservatively and 
still provide several improvements which we feel are necessary to insure the 
continued health, safety and welfare of the people of our community.

DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
MARCH 14, 1984 


The deliberative session was called to order at 7:00 PM at the ROBERT 
POTTLE MEMORIAL Auditorium at Inter-Lakes High School by Moderator 
Joseph Parkman. Rev. Philip Polhemus gave the invocation. 


Mr. Parkman gave the results of the balloting and instructions to the 
voters. There were about 250 registered voters in the roped area, others were 
seated in the bleachers. Voters were asked to give their names, address ques- 
tions to the Moderator and to observe rules of proper conduct. 


Selectmen Lawrence Swain, Christine Hayes, Stephen Nedeau, Moderator 
Joseph Parkman and Town Clerk Pauline Fournier and Town Manager Ed- 
ward Schuette were seated on the stage. 


ARTICLE 16 


It was moved by Selectman Hayes and duly seconded by Selectman Swain 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to bor- 
row in anticipation of taxes, such sums as are necessary for the operation 
of the Town and to set the rates, effect the issuance of notes; and to other- 
wise negotiate for the sale of notes to be paid within the present fiscal year. 
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Mrs. Hayes explained that the funds are used to operate the Town 
throughout the year and that the notes are repaid in December when proper- 
ty taxes are paid. 


No discussion. Motion passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 17 


It was moved by Manager Schuette and duly seconded by Selectman 
Nedeau to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,343,335.45 for the necessary operational expenses of the Town for 1984. 


Mr. Schuette explained that $246,015.00 is water and sewer and will not 
impact the tax rate. The actual operating budget is $2,097,320.45 with offset- 
ting revenue of $925,478.67 which included water and sewer offsets. The net 
amount to be raised through taxation is estimated to be $1,417,856.78. He also 
gave an explanation of the backup material available. He stated for com- 
parison purposes the 1983 tax rate was $7.40 per $1000.00 of valuation. This 
figure included last year’s operating budget plus $630,606 worth of approved 
articles. This year, if the operating budget is approved as is, plus every war- 
rant article proposed, the tax rate is estimated to be $8.10. That does not mean 
the tax rate will increase by $8.10 but by .70 or about 9.4%. Tax impact 6.24. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 18 

It was moved by Selectman Swain and seconded by Selectman Hayes to 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of ($65,000.00) Sixty- 
five Thousand Dollars for a sewer extension on Bayshore Drive. 

Mr. Swain explained that all benefiting properties use septic systems and 
several had experienced some difficulties. Costs would be recoverable through 
annual assessments up to 80%. Tax impact .27. 

No discussion. Motion passed in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 19 
It was moved by Mr. Nedeau and seconded by Mr. Schuette to see if the 


Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars 
($15,000.00) for the construction of five (5) sewer laterals on Route 25. 
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Mr. Nedeau said that these monies would install sewer lines across Rt. 
25 and service nine properties on the easterly side of Rt. 25. These monies 
would not be recovered. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 20 


It was moved by Mrs. Hayes and seconded by Mr. Swain to see if the | 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty-Two Thousand, 
_ Five Hundred ($32,500.00) to conduct a survey and evaluation of infiltration 
and inflow in the existing Town sewer system. 


Mrs. Hayes indicated that over 200,000 gallons of excess liquids are in- 
filtrating the sewer system. This is costing double the amount and an evalua- 
tion process will correct a high percentage of this problem, and we would 
recoup the cost in about two years. 


Warner Plummer questioned whether repairs would be done at the same 
time. Mrs. Hayes said that small repairs would be done at that time and larger 
ones would be corrected after the survey. 


No further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. Tax impact .14. 
ARTICLE 21 


It was moved by Manager Schuette and seconded by Mr. Swain to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5000.00) to enable the Town of Meredith to put any private system 
in disrepair back in proper sanitary condition in accordance with RSA 
147:17-a. 


Mr. Schuette explained that money is used to repair private sewer 
systems that could be a danger to the health of the public. These monies are 
recovered by placing an assessment and a lien against the property owner. 
Tax impact .02. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 22 


It was moved by Selectman Swain and seconded by Mrs. Hayes to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred Sixty 
Thousand Dollars ($160,000.00) for the purpose of the construction of a Police 
Station with a multi-purpose meeting room including the necessary conver- 
sion of vacated space in the Municipal Office Building. 
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Each of the Selectmen gave a brief regarding the need and financing of 
the police station. Mrs. Hayes stated that 60,000 dollars would be raised by 
taxes and 100,000 dollars would be surplus funds. It would be paid for in one 
year. 


Mr. Wilbur Bigelow spoke in favor of the police station. 


There were few questions from the assembly regarding the use of the 
multi-purpose room and cost of the pilings. The room will be used as a court 
room and the cost of pilings were included in the requested amount. Tax im- 
pact .26. 


No further discussion. Motion was passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 23 


It was moved by Selectman Nedeau and seconded by Mr. Schuette to see 
if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Town Manager to 
apply for, negotiate, and do all other things necessary to obtain such State 
and Federal funds that may become available throughout the year and ex- 
pend the same. 


Steve Hodecker spoke against the article. John Curran and Jack Cilley 
spoke in favor of the article. 


No further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 24 

It was moved by Selectman Swain and seconded by Selectman Hayes to 
see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and transfer title 
to all Real Estate taken by the Town in default of redemption from any tax 
sale to such person and upon such conditions as they shall see fit. 

Charles Vogler spoke against the article. 

No further discussion. Article Passed in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 25 


It was moved by Mr. Schuette and seconded by Mrs. Hayes to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate an amount not to exceed Seventy- 
three thousand five hundred dollars ($73,500.00) for the study and design of 
super chlorination/dechlorination facilities at Lake Waukewan and a water 
storage tank.

Mr. Schuette explained that as a result of recent directives from the State, 
water samples have been taken at Lake Waukewan to determine if it is feasi- 
ble to upgrade the Town’s water system through the treatment of the water 
by the superchlorination/dechlorination process. The Town recently receiv- 
ed information that testing results were favorable. The tax impact .32 for 
one year. 


There were questions from the assembly regarding total cost, funding, 
recoverable costs, quality of present water and number of customers. 


The Selectmen explained that the cost would be carried by the taxpayers 
and not the 746 customers and would not be recovered. Mrs. Hayes stated 
the total would probably be about one and one-half million dollars. The water 
supply is tested on a regular basis. 


Warner Plummer and Dave Kuether and Bill Lowth spoke in favor of 
the article. Ken Davis and Phil Polhemus spoke against the article. 


No further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 26 


It was moved by Mr. Nedeau and seconded by Mr. Schuette to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars 
($30,000.00) to continue hydrogeological testing and other related testing for 
the purpose of the relocation of incinerator ash and demolition landfill areas 
to an undeveloped area of the existing Jenness Hill Road site. 


Mr. Nedeau stated that tests indicate a very good possibility of utilizing 
land which we already own to continue the approved disposai of incinerator 
ash. It is anticipated that eight or ten years to life of the existing area. It 
would be more costly to transport and monitor another site away from the 
existing disposal facility. Tax impact: .13. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 27 


It was moved by Mr. Nedeau and seconded by Mr. Swain to see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Thirty-one Thousand, Nine Hun- 
dred, Sixty-two dollars and thirty-three cents ($31,962.33) from the General 
Revenue Sharing Funds for the Highway Department for the purposes listed 
below: 


highway pick-up truck $ 7,975.00 
highway heating system 9,583.33 
highway roller 14,404.00 
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Mr. Nedeau explained that the 1974 F150 had 70,000 miles and the garage 
heating system is over 20 years old and the roller would be used to help pave 
and repair roads with work being done by the highway department. No tax 
impact. 


No discussion, Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 28 


It was moved by Mr. Schuette and seconded by Mrs. Hayes to see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Three Thousand, three hundred, 
fifty-five dollars ($3,355.00) from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the 
purpose of a fire escape for the Fire Department Building. 


Mr. Schuette explained this is necesssary to conform to federal law. No 
tax impact. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 29 


It was moved by Selectman Hayes and seconded by Selectman Swain to 
see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of seventeen thousand, six 
hundred, eighty-nine dollars ($17,689.00) from the General Revenue Sharing 
Fund for the purpose of upgrading the IBM 34 computer system. 


Mrs. Hayes explained that this would double the ability of the system 
and include the Police Department and Police Station. She answered Chuck 
Thorndike’s question regarding cost of connecting the terminal at the Police 
Station. She said that this cost of connecting to the new station on Route 3 
had been included. Mr. Thorndike then endorsed the article. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 30 


It was moved by Mr. Swain and seconded by Mr. Schuette to see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) 
from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the purpose of purchasing equip- 
ment for the Police Department. 


Mr. Swain said the monies would be used to purchase two fully equipped 
police cruisers which would replace a 1978 Jeep and a 1980 Buick. 


Paige Kuether asked why the capital equipment fund wasn’t being used. 
Mrs. Hayes said that there was an article further in the warrant where this 
money was being requested. 


No further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 31 


It was moved by Mr. Nedeau and seconded by Mrs. Hayes to see if the 
Town will appropriate the sum of forty-four thousand, two hundred dollars 
($44,200.00) from the General Revenue Sharing Fund to cover the Town of 
Meredith’s share of the costs of the Winnipesaukee River Basin Project; 
twenty-five thousand, four hundred dollars ($25,400.00) toward the bond pay- 
ment and eighteen thousand, eight hundred dollars ($18,800.00). 


Mr. Nedeau explained that these payments are in accordance with the 
Town’s contractual agreement for participation in the Winnipesaukee River 
Basin Project. The final payment will be in 1996. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 32 


It was moved by Mr. Schuette and seconded by Mr. Swain to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seven thousand dollars 
($7000.00) for improvements to Meredith Neck Road under the State Aid 
Reconstruction Program provided that the State of New Hampshire ap- 
propriates Fourteen thousand dollars ($14,000.00).

1984 Annual Report 


This our 125th year as a Fire Company has been quite eventful in many 
ways. 

Our project to raise funds for a ‘“‘Jaws of Life’ rescue package and a 
series of Air Bags, was highly successful, and once again we thank all who 
made contributions. We are sorry our supplier was so back-logged and could 
not produce these items prior to our four fatalities, encountered later in the © 
year, but we now have most of our ordered equipment. The Power Units, both 
electrical and gasoline driven to operate the jaws have not arrived at years 
end, although we do have a power unit on loan until our own can be delivered, 
SO we are operable. 


Our parade, with the many various types of fire equipment from out of 
town, along with the muster held at the ball field was well received by most. 
Governor Sununu marched right along with the department members rather 
than ride in the Honor Car. 


Training is still a priority in the department. All the men who attended 
classes and schools did so on their own time and often giving up work to gain 
additional knowledge. This past year, nine men attended an In-House, Basic 
Firemanship Class. Six of these men were trainees and the class was man- 
datory while three wanted a refresher course. Twenty men took a classroom 
exercise on Cold Water Rescue, learning the fundamentals in using the Emer- 
sion Suits and how to perform in them. Eleven of these took the Advanced 
Course in actual cold water exercises in the Bay during February. 


Ten men attended the Lakes Region Mutual Aid Winter Fire School last 
January, learning to perform their duties under adverse conditions in ice and 
snow. 


Nineteen men attended Summer Fire School, seven for an eight hour, 
one day class, while twelve attended a sixteen hour class held for two days. 


Twenty-one men attended a special In-House class on the Standards, ap- 
proved by the F.C.C. and Radio Communications. This class was conducted 
by the chief dispatcher of the Lakes Region Mutual Aid Association. 

Our new attack truck has met all expectations in the many responses 


it has made.

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Report Of Town Forest Fire Warden 
And State Forest Ranger 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legislature 
90 years ago. This early law set in place a cooperative forest fire prevention 
and suppression effort between city and town governments and State govern- 
ments. It simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, when the ground 
is free of snow, without the written permission of the town/city Forest Fire 
Warden. This law also stated that anyone kindling a fire without written per- 
mission shall be liable for the damage caused and subject to a $1000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has remain- 
ed unchanged. All open fires when the ground is not covered with snow must 
be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Persons kindling a fire without 
a permit when one is required are liable for damages caused, fire suppres- 
sion costs and subject to a $1000 fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly to our 
nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

Annual Report 


1984 has proven to be a very busy year for Civil Defense activities in 
Meredith. Work in many program areas is still being carried out to projected 
completion dates running into the new year. 


In the first week of January, this Director met with officials from State 
Civil Defense and with their guidance, Program Papers were submitted for 
the Town of Meredith for the year 1984. Program Papers are very important 
documents that advise the State of New Hampshire as to the course this town 
wishes to follow in Civil Defense and allows the State to assist in areas re- 
quested. It also guarantees that your Director is working in the best interest 
of his community in these matters. 


During the summer months of 1984, this Director was very busy trying 
to complete an inventory of Disaster Assistance Resources available in this 
community. Information from this inventory goes to the State of New Hamp- 
shire for inclusion in the directory and filed for future reference as needed. 


The original inventory called for the research of over 300 items and their 
location and the number of each within the community. To this list Meredith 
Civil Defense added over 50 more items that I felt were needed for reference. 


In the fall of 1984, I wrote many letters of inquiry to both the State and 
Federal Civil Defense people requesting a vast amount of literature and pro- 
grams that could be obtained for the Town of Meredith and held for local 
reference use. 


The requested materials started arriving in large numbers. At this time, 
work is still going on to get them listed and filed in working order for train- 
ings that will be conducted in the near future. 


_ In the past, a lot of us stereotyped Civil Defense as a little man with a 
helmet that ran around with an armband on, getting nowhere. Those days 
are truly gone.in 1984. Programs are now geared to the specific needs of a 
community, and an active Civil Defense organization is dedicated to the ideal 
that “‘help starts at home.” By providing the Town of Meredith with a start- 
ing point, programs can now be developed to help us personally for any Civil 
Emergency that we, as a community, may face. 
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As Director, I truly wish to thank all of you who have worked so hard 
this past year for our community. I give you my promise of continued time 
and support. Personally, I feel that it is an honor and privilege to be allowed 
to serve the Town of Meredith.

Meredith Civil Defense 
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Town Engineer’s Report 


With the exception of an effective highway capital improvment program, 
recent improvements to infrastructure (public works) systems in Meredith 
certainly are indicative of keeping up with the needs of a rapidly developing 
community. For balanced growth, more consideration should also be given 
to promoting industrial development. As is the case with the town’s industrial 
park on Route 104, the lack of water and sewer service will inhibit growth. 


To comply with state and federal regulations, design of the new super- 
chlorination/dechlorination (SC/DC) water treatment facilities and storage 
tank is nearing completion with construction proposed for 1985. Along with 
the decision to employ the SC/DC process, the town has abandoned its study 
of bedrock and gravel-packed well potential. 


A sewer system evaluation survey (S.S.E.S.) was conducted in 1984. Other 
1984 projects scheduled include sewer laterals across Route 25, the Bay Shore 
Drive pressure sewer and the reconstruction of the Route 3 pump station. 
Along with revising regulations restricting recreational activities and develop- 
ment around Lake Waukewan, town officials are considering sewer exten- 
sions to Pollard Shores, Cotton Hill Road and Eaton Parkway in an effort 
to preserve drinking water quality. 


The reconstruction work at Scenic Park has not been completed; the grant 
has been approved and construction is scheduled for 1985. The milfoil 
harvesting project in Fish Cove was completed and, until chemical treatment 
is permitted, this harvesting must occur on an annual basis. A second 100 
foot dock at Lovejoy Sands was constructed to facilitate the ever-increasing 
boating activity in the area and a new sidewalk was built along Route 3 to 
Prescott Park to accommodate pedestrian traffic. 


Philbrook Avenue will be the focus of a study resulting from the town’s 
successful application for a Feasibility Grant under the Small Cities Com- 
munity Development Block Grant Program. Street reconstruction, housing 
rehabilitation, junkyard clean-up, water service, sewer service and future 
development will all be addressed. The town will apply for the development 
grant in 1985 to fund final design and construction of the recommended 
improvements. 


As sources of funding for public works improvements become more 
limited, each community must consider the alternatives. Grant and subsidy 
programs are being reduced or eliminated annually and local appropriations 
have severe impacts on tax rates or user fees. Meredith participates in a plan 
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whereby both the town and state allot funds each year toward the future 
reconstruction of certain jointly maintained highways.

Annual Report 
1984 


1984 was a busy year for the Highway Department, starting with a long 
rainy spring mud season. Three to six inch gravel and stone were used to 
build up many of the areas that caused us the greatest problems, and 
Stonedam Road was totally rebuilt with gravel and new ditchlines. 


The heavy rains caused the beaver dam on Chase Road to break apart 
and become lodged in the largest culvert under the road, resulting in water 
over the road during any rains that occurred afterwards. 


In the dry part of the summer, the highway crew, along with the backhoe 
and chains, went inside the culvert and removed debris. The gravel, used 
to build up the road during the flooding, was regraded, a new 24 inch overflow 
culvert was installed, retaining walls built, guardrails were erected for a safer 
and wider road in this area. 


The new 580 Case backhoe with wainroy hitch and ditching bucket proved 
to be worth the investment, with many miles of road ditched, rocks removed, 
stumps pulled, ledge and rocks blasted, culverts replaced as needed. Among 
these projects were Fortier Hill Rd., Harris Road, Happy Homes Road, Col- 
lins Brook Road, and Eastman Road. 


In a joint project with the Chamber of Commerce, the new Business Direc- 
tory at the town docks was surrounded by landscape timbers and barkmulch, 
and the dock area also received an upgrading of the same for the benefit of 
new and old visitors. 


The new dock at Shep Brown’s last summer, along with dredging of this 
area in the fall, resulted in much needed docking improvements for this area. 


Paving projects on Hemlock Drive, Maple and Mill streets, and the IGA 
parking lot were contracted out with the town equipment resurfacing 
Plymouth St. and Quimby Rd. The town trucks hauled over 2000 ton of hot 
top and shim, along with 800 ton of shim to upgrade, repair, resurface, and 
preserve the more deteriorated roads. Eaton Avenue, Dow Rd., Tracey Way, 
Cotton Hill Rd., Westview Drive, and Carol Lane received shim to prolong 
the life of the pavement. Cattle Landing and Jenness Hill Rd. were two of 
the larger projects with ditching, regrading in some areas, and resurfacing 
with shim. 
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Rocks and ledge were removed in the Spindle Point area again this year 
in an effort to give better drainage. This has been an ongoing project for the 
past two years. Another two to three years should see the completion of the 
heaviest earthwork with more shim and paving projects to follow. 


Eleven thousand gallons of sealer were applied to 4.3 miles of town roads. 
This is less than past years, but the conditions of the majority of roads war- 
rants more shim work. The older town roads were built with little regard to 
base material and we now see many areas where the pavement is broken 
up and heaved by the materials under the surface. Until drainage and 
stabilization of the materials is completed, it would be a poor use of monies 
to apply sealer to these roads. 


This year the Highway Dept. was assisted on some projects by equip- 
ment from New Hampton and Centre Harbor in exchange for our providing 
them with equipment and skills from our department, resulting in savings 
of time and money for everyone. 


The Highway Department would like to thank the people who have sup- 
ported us over the past year.

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Refuse Disposal Facility 


The commercial growth and the revived economy had a serious impact 
on our facilities and operation this year. 1984 will see a 300 ton increase over 
the previous year 1983. This increase, if it is indictative of a trend, has and 
will, over tax our system. This growth has far exceeded projections made 
during the initial years of planning this operation. In the next few years we 
will have to address this issue with some long term solutions. Projections 
to the year 2000 see Meredith’s population climbing close to 7000 people who 
will generate 9,188 tons of trash. Many solutions to the town’s future solid 
waste disposal system have been suggested. Preliminary figures indicate that 
no solution will be a “‘bargain.”’ In the interim, the staff and the equipment 
will have to operate under varying schedules. These changes and demand 
will have a direct impact on our operational cost. Substantial increases can 
be expected. 


The repouring of the refractory in the last of our two units took place in 
May. With the experience of the first unit behind us, the work on the second 
unit was accomplished ahead of time and under budget. With this work ac- 
complished, both units, other than minor maintenance should be functional 
for a number of years. 


The testing necessary to relocate the landfill was conducted at varying 
intervales this year. Permanent test wells which were drilled into the bedrock 
will become part of the site. These wells will allow for periodic testing to 
assure that the site is not in anyway contaminating the ground water. Fun- 
ding for the third phase of the project will be sought at the 1985 Town Meeting. 


In August, the Air Resources Agency of the State of New Hampshire con- 
ducted their inspection, part of a permit process. Other than a few restric- 
tions due to tightening of Federal Guidelines for Clean Air, the Town of 
Meredith and Centre Harbor were issued continuing permits until 1987. 


I would again in closing thank the people of both Meredith and Centre 
Harbor for their outstanding cooperation and continued support. I commend 
my staff and thank the other departments for their assistance.

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Water & Sewer Departments 
Annual Report 


With the considerable increase in commercial and residential develop- 
ment, 1984 proved to be a very busy and productive year. 


In addition to general operation and maintenance responsibilities, per- 
sonnel attended training seminars, equipment exhibitions and were involv- 
ed in meeting new state licensing requirements. Various conferences were 
held with the consultants relative to the water system improvement project 
and design has progressed to where costs are being estimated for the next 
town meeting. 


Approximately forty seven new water services were installed this year. 
An easement was obtained for a new dry hydrant at Winona Shores and the 
hydrant ‘‘at the lights”’ was replaced in conjunction with the Main St. widen- 
ing project. 


Forty nine more dwelling units were connected to the sewer system in 
1984 and in an effort to reduce costs, the department installed water and sewer 
services at the new police station. Personnel assisted with the Sewer System 
Evaluation Survey (S.S.E.S.) and with the completion of this evaluation of 
sewer lines, the town can now proceed to minimize infiltration and inflow 
into the system. 


A contract has been awarded for the Bay Shore Drive project with a com- 
pletion date of May 31, 1985. The appropriation for the Route 25 laterals will 
be encumbered for construction in 1985. 


Another contract for the reconstruction of the Route 3 sewage pump sta- 
tion has been awarded and work is to commence in January 1985. This state 
contract is another phase of the Meredith Interceptor portion of the Win- 
nipesaukee River Basin Project. 


With the extension of sewers to the Red Gate Lane housing project, eleven 
existing homes are now serviceable by town sewerage. Department person- 
nel inspected the construction of this facility and remained available to assure 
interruptions of water service were kept to a minimum.

We continue to offer services to Golden View Nursing Home, the Day Care 
Center, Busy Bee Nursery School, Happy Time Home Day Care and local 
camps, lending books and films on a weekly basis. A highlight of our week 
is the visits of school children and their teachers from Lang Street School. 


Mrs. Norma Gilmore, Mrs. Barbara Sanderson, and Mrs. Judith Knowles 
completed more Public Library Technique courses. The staff attended many 
local, state and New England workshops to keep abreast of the latest tech- 
niques in the library field. In addition to speaking engagements, Mrs. Torr 
was a Science Fair judge, and a Century III exam judge. Mrs. Torr is chair- 
man of the library cooperative which incudes 22 libraries. She is also active 
in the N.H. Forum, N.H. Library Association, and N.E. Library Association, 
all groups working to bring better library service to the patron. 


We were sorry to see our Friends group disband this year but due to many 
commitments in their personal lives, the members just couldn’t continue. 
Hopefully in the near future, we can reorganize and have an active group. 


We are most appreciative of all the gifts donated by our patrons; money 
to purchase special books for the collection, records, equipment, used books 
and magazines, etc. The carpet in the reference room was donated in part 
in memory of Dr. Herman Olsen. 


The holidays were a flurry of activity beginning with Halloween, (think 
of us for costumes when cleaning your attic!) Hundreds of people came to 
the annual Christmas Open House in December. A Teddy Bear Tea complete 
with teddy bears helped make Christmas at the library a very festive time. 
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The Trustees have conducted a patron survey and interviewed several 
architectural firms as a start for an architectural study to be conducted in

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Report of the 
Meredith Conservation Commission 


1984 
The Conservation Commission is aggressively pursuing the best utiliza- 
tion and protection of natural resources and for the protection of watershed 
resources in the town. An objective is to guide growth into locations which 
are not suited to agricultural development. 


The second phase of identifying prime wetlands in the town has been com- 
pleted. From a potential of 1198 acres, an actual 858+ has been mapped and 
cataloged. The prime wetlands identity is included in the Wetlands Conser- 
vation District Protection Ordinance. 


The Conservation Commission was instrumental in converting unused 
sections of roads in town to private tax producing property. 


Three reported unauthorized filling of wetlands were investigated. Two 
were found to be unauthorized and corrective action was directed by the State 
Wetlands Board. Reports of ground pollution were also investigated by the 
Commission. No contamination was found. 


A survey of 14 towns and research of the State Archives was made to 
resolve the question of how utility service will be provided on scenic roads. 
The survey found that saving mature vegetation on scenic roads could occur 
with the use of ally arms. 


Mrs. Frances A. Eames and Mr. Herbert G. Stahl were reappointed to 
the Commission. A new member, Mr. John A. Rogers, replaced Mr. Charles 
Woodman who resigned for personal reasons. Because of his long tenure, Mr. 
Woodman, a charter member, is recognized as a Member Emeritus and 
consultant. 


The Commission has consulted with the New Hampshire Southeast 
Regional Forester to obtain guidance and a plan for the management of Town 
Forests. The plan should be available in late 1985. 


The Commission is pursuing an amendment to the Scenic Roads Act, RSA 
231: 157-158, to include penalties and fines for the unauthorized cutting of trees, 
vandalism or otherwise destroying natural and man-made scenic features. 


The cooperative support to the Loon Preservation Commission for their 
efforts in protecting and preserving the loons was continued. 
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A preliminary examination is being made of the potential for establishing 
in Meredith a Resource Conservation and Development Project. Investiga- 
tion is continuing to determine the suitability of wetlands reclamation with 
esthetics and wildlife management support by federal funding. 


We participated in the Association of New Hampshire Conservation Com- 
mission’s Annual Meeting updating our knowledge on conservation matters 
and researching problem areas for resolution. 


Dredge and Fill Applications processed: 
Received - 24 Approved - 23 Disapproved - 1 


On-site investigation was completed before final decisions were made. 
From a complaint of improper diapering of a dredging operation the Com- 
mission obtained corrective action.

1984-85 WORK PROGRAM: 


The primary goal of the Commission is to continue to encourage a balance 
between the type, location and rate of development and the capacity of the 
environment to accept such development without suffering deleterious effects. 


The 1984-85 Overall Work Plan reflects a fairly diversified and ambitious 
work program given the limited financial resoures and staff size. Emphasis 
will be directed into several planning areas: 


(1) Many lake management issues continue to be unresolved and of 
prime concern to local communities. A Lake Watershed Manage- 
ment Plan will address the issues, planning standards, legislations, 
regulations, enforcement and public education. 


(2) A Solid Waste District Plan must be developed for waste manage- 
ment on a regional cooperative basis. 


(3) Continue to emphasize the importance of historic preservation and 
encourage communities to become aware of and involved in historic 
preservation needs and opportunities. 


(4) Continue technical assistance to member communities, providing 
development of land use regulations which implement local Master 
Plans, as well as the Regional Land Use Plan, its goal and objectives. 


(5) Transportation planning efforts must continue in order to meet the 
needs of the region’s citizens and to assure that the region’s highway 
network is maintained without adverse impacts on the environment. 


(6) Provide current information, expanded data and analysis pertain- 
ing to the region’s population, housing and economic conditions. 


Public official and community participation underlies every component 
of the Regional and Community Work Program. The Commission’s programs 
are designed to solicit local perspectives non problems and issues, and to seek 
remedies that have local understanding and support. 
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NOTABLE ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 


One important way communities can address issues and problems that 
transcend town boundaries is through the services offered by the Lakes 
Region Planning Commission. Solutions to regional problems occur only if 
towns can benefit individually through regional cooperation. This understan- 
ding is basic to the Lakes Region Planning Commission’s approach to 
regionalism. The Commission’s work toward solutions to common problems 
takes many forms. In the past year a wide variety of issues, regional and 
individual, have been addressed. An abbreviated summary follows: 


(1) Continued the supervision of a Regional Comprehensive Plan to 
maintain a suitable balance of development in the Region. 


(2) Completed five Master Plans for local municipalities. 


(3) Continued historic preservation activities resulting in 12 nomina- 
tions to the National Register, and 4 historic districts being placed 
on the National Register with a total of 65 structures. Also, Historic 
Resource Inventories have been completed in 5 Lakes Region 
communities. 


(4) Continued efforts in dealing with water quality and lake manage- 
ment issues. 


(5) Continued work on a Regional Solid Waste Management Plan. 


(6) Provided assistance to the Town of Gilford in working out a strategy 
and plan to permanently protect prime farmland from future 
development at a minimum cost to the town. 


(7) Provided assistance in the completion of a CDBG Downtown Re- 
vitalization Project for Franklin, and assisted Alton and Wakefield 
in receiving CDBG Feasibility Study grants. 


(8) Provided or co-sponsored special programs, workshops and other 
meetings to address various planning-related issues, i.e., Five-Year 
State Highway Plan; Municipal Law Lecture Series; Regional 
Groundwater; Tourism in the Lakes Region; Land Use Law 
Recodification and Computers in Municipal Government. 
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(9) Completion of several reports including: Community Design in 
Rural Areas; Economic Primer; Energy Alternatives for Mobile 
Homes; Groundwater Protection Manual and Historic Mill Space 
Available. 


(10) Reviewed seven communities’ experience with regulating develop- 
ment in floodplain areas. 


(11) Provided local planning and community development assistance 
to each member community.

Report of the Executive Secretary 
July 1, 1983 to June 30, 1984 


The Lakes Region Association brought together five Chambers of Com- 
merce in the Region for a Cooperative Advertising/Mailing Program. Under 
a formular system it was set up so that each of the Chambers could participate 
at whatever level it was within their reach either financially or brochure wise. 
This program used $9,640. of cooperative funds and requested a State Match- 
ing Grant of a like amount giving us $19,280. for white space advertising and 
a total of $32,010. for the entire program, including expenses of mailing liter- 
ature directly to those interested parties. This program stimulated over 30,923 
individual requests. This program is the envy of other areas, and is now be- 
ing copied. 


Spring, while we are servicing these inquiries, our Lakes Region Attrac- 
tions group were not to be out-done. They, too, planned a Television adver- 
tising program, raised $13,100. of their own money and requested and obtained 
a Matching Grant for another $13,100. This well-designed program was used 
in the Greater Boston/Providence and Maine area to encourage the day trip- 
per, as well as the longer time vacationer. This was also most successful. 
They again published and distributed 620M of their brochures and work hard 
to keep the public informed that this is an excellent location for a vacation 
or a seasonal or year round home area. 


We continue to publish annually the Where To In The Lakes Region book; 
the Navigational Charts of several of our Lakes; supervise the activities of 
the Lakes Region Attractions as part of our organization; guide new com- 
mercial property owners in management and promotion of their property; 
work with the many state agencies; and are active with the N.H. Travel Coun- 
cil, and the N.H. Hospitality Association. 


The Lakes Region Association seeks to preserve the quality of life we 
have here in our special part of New Hampshire. We want to maintain and 
preserve our natural resources, our lakes, our fields and forests, so that they 
can be enjoyed by not only those of us that live here, but also by those that 
visit our Region. 


I have faith in our communities, their judgement and their ideals and 
know the Lakes Region Association will continue to work comfortably with 
our communities to mutual goals.

The Meredith Parks and Recreation Department continued to offer the 
townspeople a comprehensive recreational program in 1984. The diverse 
physical, cultural, and social activities for all age groups involved more than 
5,000 enthusiastic participants. 


Our ten municipal parks provided facilities for countless other recrea- 
tional opportunities, both active and passive, throughout the year. Careful 
maintenance and constant improvement of these 100 acres help to insure that 
quality public areas will be available to future residents and visitors. 
Highlights of our parks operations for 1984 were the beginning of major 
renovations to the lighted ballfield in Prescott Park; the federal award of 
a 50 per cent Land and Water Conservation Fund grant for the reconstruc- 
tion of the Scenic Park seawall; and the purchase of an additional 1.2 acres 
adjoining the Meredith Center Park. 


In May of 1984, the Board of Selectmen approved the formation of a com- 
munity center committee. Since that time sub-committees have been actively 
gathering information on buildings, sites, programming, public relations, and 
finance. The goal of the committee in 1985 will be to involve as many townspeo- 
ple as possible in the planning stages of this important community venture. 


A new non-profit organization called the Meredith Friends of Recreation 
was formed in July. Membership is open to all adults and children interested 
in furthering recreation opportunities in Meredith. The “‘Friends’’ will help 
to provide and promote wholesome and healthful leisure activities for 
everyone. 


The Parks and Recreation Commission had a very busy 1984 as evidenc- 
ed by their participation in all of the above projects and programs. The Com- 
mission acknowledges with great appreciation the contribution of members 
Anthony Frisina and Ellen Nash who have left the board following two and 
three years of service, respectively. 


The proudest moment of 1984 for our department occurred on July 4th. 
Waukewan Beach lifeguards Allison McCain and Laurie Jensen rescued and 
revived the victim of a swimming accident by using lifesaving and CPR 
techniques. Their fast professional actions saved a man’s life and brought 
great credit to our organization.

Report to the Towns 


During 1984 the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center served 148 children — an 
18 per cent increase in enrollment from the previous year. This represents 
a reflection of the recent baby boom which began two to three years ago. As 
a private, nonprofit agency governed by a volunteer Board of Directors the 
Center operates a preschool program with a full range of services including 
education, special needs, health care, vision and hearing screening, dental 
care, nutrition, and parenting. As a participant in the N.H. Child Care Food 
Program sponsored by USDA, nutritious hot lunches, breakfasts, and two 
snacks are served daily. Our school is open on a year-round basis from 6:30 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m., making it possible for the parents of 134 children to main- 
tain employment. 


The primary concern of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is to provide 
a home-like, educational environment for children of working parents. 
Through our Nursery School program, open to children of non-working 
parents, and our before and after-school ‘‘Seven-Upper’’ Program we pro- 
vide for the social, emotional, physical, and educational development of all 
ages. 


Our satellite food program which we sponsor is a network of licensed 
Family Day Care Homes receiving federal reimbursement from USDA by 
serving nutritious meals and snacks while providing care for children of work- 
ing parents in their homes. At the present time we have eight homes under 
the program. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center for 1985 is $135,000.00. 
Of this we will be receiving in tuition paid by parents $73,475, $2,800 from N.H. 
Child Care Food Program (USDA), $2,480 from N.H. Child Care Food Pro- 
gram (USDA) for sponsorship of Family Day Care Homes, and $2,485 from 
N.H. Job Training Partnership Act. This also includes the following: $48,760 
of which $32,000 is Title XX and $16,760 which must be raised in local fund- 
ing. The money that is received from the towns is matched by the federal 
government under Title XX.

Dear Friends: 


The total of 333 animals were brought to the N.H. Humane Society shelter 
on Meredith Center Road during the calendar year 1984. This is a small in- 
crease over the previous year. Town residents left 66 dogs and puppies, 80 
cats and kittens. Your Animal Control Officer brought 154 stray dogs and pup- 
pies, 33 cats and kittens. 


The Animal Control Agreement which the Society offers the Town of 
Meredith provides your town residents and Animal Control Officer with an 
excellent community service. Our budget appropriation request for the year 
1985 is $2,000., the same as 1984. This has been approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue Administration. 


For this consideration, the Society provides a State licensed shelter, mak- 
ing it available 24 hours a day for your Animal Control Officer to leave strays 
or restrain animals. This satisfies your town’s requirements under Chapter 
442-A, Rabies Control Act. The Society will assist your animal control officer 
with any unusual animal problems, investigate cruelty complaints, and 
cremate dead small stray animals. 


For your town residents, the shelter is open six days a week (Sundays 
and holidays excepted) from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. to receive unwanted animals 
or to assist them with animals which must be humanely euthanized and/or 
cremated. Modest donations are requested for these services. We will also 
assist in the return of lost pets and offer healthy animals for adoption. Spay- 
ing and neutering assistance is offered to your residents adopting animals 
from the shelter. Free booklets to assist in the care and training of pets are 
available, as well as the services of our Humane Education Department for 
your schools and adult groups. Our ‘‘Pet Visit Program’’ is available to nurs- 
ing homes. , 


We ask that residents who have lost a pet call us at 524-3252 in order to 
help us identify stray animals brought to us so that we can reunite them with 
their owners. 


Everyone is invited to visit and inspect our shelter so as to become 
familiar with its many services.

Information for the Meredith Budget Committee 
Services to Families 


Lakes Region Family Service Association, Inc., is a private, non-profit 
agency which has existed in the Lakes Region for over twenty years. We pro- 
vide individual, family, couples, and child/adolescent counseling. Since 1981, 
our agency has provided a full range of emergency and rehabilitation ser- 
vices to violent families. Services to violent families include a 24 hour crisis 
line, shelter in host homes, transportation, advocacy, professional counsel- 
ing, peer counseling, a support group for abused women, and a group for men 
who batter women. 


Lakes Region Family Service has expanded its group offerings in 1983 
and 1984. We provide Assertiveness Training Courses on an on-going basis 
and forty-seven (47) people have participated in these classes since March, 
1983. Our Agency also offers a workshop for children who need help in ad- 
justing to their parents’ divorce. The Agency provides a group for adoles- 
cent girls, and plans are in the making for a boys’ group and for a parenting 
group in the spring of 1984.

We are seeking one-thousand dollars ($1,000.00) from the town of Meredith 
to help maintain our domestic violence program. This program has grown 
rapidly, serving 162 families in 1981, 262 in 1983, and 229 families in the first 
nine months of 1984. In 1983, thirteen (13) families from Meredith have turned 
to us with problems of violence in the family. 


Agency Budget 

We enclose a copy of our budget in order to acquaint your committee with 
overall agency finances. The ‘‘1985 budget”’ represents our proposed operating 
budget for 1985. 

Thus far in 1984, the Agency has remained within the operating budget 


for the year with $115,217 in revenue and $114,896 in expenses in the first nine 
months of 1984. 
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Report Of The 
Meredith Historical Society 


The Meredith Historical Society recently celebrated its 35th year of ex- 
istence. The members are people interested in the history of the town of 
Meredith and preserving and recording objects and facts concerning it. 
Meetings are held monthly from April through December. These meetings 
are usually held in the Museum, the former Oak Hill Church on Winona Road. 


As it is a non-profit Society, it relies on dues, sales of historical publica- 
tions, donations and an annual indoor yard and food sale to maintain the 
Museum. The Museum is open each Saturday afternoon during July and 
August with volunteer members acting as hosts. 


One of the duties of the Society is the bestowing of the Boston Post cane 
to the oldest resident in town. As there are two canes possessed by the Socie- 
ty, one is given to a woman and one to a man. After the decease of the previous 
holders, the canes were awarded to two new recipients this year: Mrs. Ora 
Young in January and Mr. Charles Woodman in August. Mrs. Young was 96 — 
years old and Mr. Woodman was 88 years old. 


At the request of the teachers, two members of the Society showed some 
antique objects to the 3rd grade and explained their use, answering many 
questions about the history of Meredith. 


Programs during the year included an interesting speech on early den- 
tists by Mrs. Dorothea Deneault, a demonstration and talk by a water dowser, 
Mr. Royal Prindall, and an antique quilt exhibit with slides in conjunction 
with a demonstration of modern quilting methods. One program received 
through the New Hampshire Council for the Humanities was given by Mr. 
Robert Gilmore on ‘‘How N.H. Writers View the Small Town.”’ Historically 
enlightening was the one on the organs owned by the Museum. This was given 
by Mr. and Mrs. Rosenberger telling of the materials used and the produc- 
tion of these instruments. These were manufactured in Meredith in the late 
1800s and the early 1900s. One of these organs was used in the Museum when 
it was the Oak Hill Church or the ‘‘Pottle’’ meeting house. 


One of the projects of the Society is the keeping of a scrapbook each year 
of all important events happening during the year in the town. These scrap- 
books are a valuable part of the collection at the Museum, where they may 
be viewed during the open hours. It is still the hope of the members to some- 
day have a building nearer the center of town to make it more accessible 
to people. 
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Several gifts, photographs and pictures have been received with great 
appreciation this past year. It is hoped more people in town will visit the 
Museum and view the large and interesting exhibits there. These are well 
worth observing as part of the history of this town.

Assessor’s Report 


1984 has been a busy year in the real estate business, with 432 property 
transfers being recorded. The NH Department of Revenue Administration 
has established that the average equalization rate for Meredith was 88% as 
of April 1, 1984. However, lakefront properties are increasing in value at well 
over 8% per year so their assessments now average only 72% of market value. 
Non-lakefront residential-properties actually showed a decrease in value dur- 
ing 1983, but are now showing a slow rate of inflation. The assessment of these 
properties now average 90% of market value. The spread represents the 
market changes that have occurred since the 1982 revaluation. 


We in the Assessor’s Office frequently get questions regarding the pro- 
cedures used in changing assessments. We review 1,000 properties annually 
for possible assessment changes. These reviews are prompted by building 
permits, subdivisions, variances, notes on inventories, tax appeals, map 
changes, personal observations, and discovered errors. Any property change 
that would result in a change in market value is a legitimate cause for review. 
However, all assessments and reassessments are made using the same 
revaluation standards that were established for the 1982 revaluation. 


Most ‘pickup’ reassessments are made during the spring months since 
the law requires all assessments to be made as of April 1st. Since it would 
be impractical to visit all properties on that single day, I normally start the 
pickup work in February or March and usually finish up in early July. 
Because of the sheer volume of pickup work, I normally do not make advance 
appointments, but rather do the town area by area and try to catch people 
at home. When this fails, and an interior inspection is indicated, I leave a 
note or try to call for an appointment. When I cannot gain access to a building 
I must estimate the value based upon an exterior inspection. 


The new assessment computations are normally completed within a week 
of my visit. If you are interested in the new assessment, just give us a call 
or drop by the office. We will be happy to explain and discuss any changes 
that have been made. If you disagree with any reassessment, and we are 
unable to reach agreement through discussion, you may appeal at the time 
of the next (fall) tax bill. 


During 1985 we will again be using the inventory of taxable property 
forms. We find this form invaluable in maintaining our Resident Tax Rolls 
and keeping track of property changes. We will be mailing the inventory forms 
about February 1, 1985 and they must be returned by April 15, 1985 to avoid 
penalty and to preserve your appeal rights. If you don’t receive your inven- 
tory, write or call and we will be happy to send out a replacement.
